Upon reconsideration of the Decision on Appeal (Paper No. 59), the pending claims are deemed 
allowable. 

It is noted that the Board of Appeals has interpreted the term "87" consistent with the prosecution 
history and specification pages 6 and 1 1 as that described in Freeman, 1989, which is now referred to in 
the art as B7-1 (see page 17 of the Decision on Appeal, Paper No. 59). Therefore, the amino acid 
residues recited in claims 80 and 86 refer to the Freeman et al. (J. Immunol. 143: 2714-2722, 1989. 
disclosed on page 6, paragraph 1 of the instant specification.
